John Fischer, cditor of Harper’s Magazine, who con- 
sidered himself a radical in his youth, has written what 
he calls a “Letter to a New Leftist, From a Tired Lib- 
eral”. 11 is a thought-provoking commentary on hu- 
man aspirations and what they sometimes lead to. For 
example, the youthful present-day radical abhors all 
power and organization as a matter of principle and 
yet, as Mr. Fischer shows, both are a necessity. He al- 
so shows how some of the radical goals, even when 
achieved, lave a way of going awry. For instance, in 
the carly thirties, he says, “... it seemed self-evident 
that the quickest route to universal reform was to mus- 
tre all the unorganized workers into strong unions.... 
The unions would pressure Congress into-a radical re- 
modeling of the economy, so that unemployment would 
become impossible .... Instead of becoming the shock 
troops of liberalism, the unions . .. quickly petrified 
into lumps of reaction and special privilege.” 

Mr. Fischer also enlisted in the farm program of the 
New Deul. Instead of helping the small farmer, it end- 
ed by unintentionally forcing hundreds of thousands of 
families uf! the land, giving the biggest subsidies to the 


big farmers and speeding up the mechanization of agri- 


culture. The end product is still continuing, a river of 
refugees streaming into the cities. At the same time, 
American agriculture became the most efficient in his- 
torv, capable of feeding the hungry of four continents. 
..And-speaking of. American society generally, Mr. 
Fischer suggests to the young radical, “You may find 
it encouraging when you observe for yourself that the 
established structure is,in fact, far more porous, loose, 
and pluralistic than you have been taught....” In 
other words, this is still a land-of opportunity. -
